It does seem that any real en- 
thusiasm around campus for a un- 
ion is a “sometime thing.” It’s 
been brought up once or. twice this 
year, and for a week ‘or so: every- 
one talks student union — then it’s 
promptly forgotten again. 

The board of trustees for the 
first time this year expressed real 
interest in the project — they even 
asked students to select a site for 
the building. The point is that 
now, if anything is ever to be done 
about a union here, we MUST 
show the board that we are moret 
than mildly’ interested. 

Need Evident 

The. need for a union here’ at 
Hartnell can ‘hardly be questioned. 
With our present set-up, we have 
no adequate facilities for club meet- 
ings. There is no place for group 
study. There is no place on cam- 
pus, or even in Salinas, to hold a 
formal affair. Out-of-town students 
who have several hours between 
classes are relegated to either the 
cafeteria or the smoking “lounge” 
by the Little Theater. And these 
are only a few of the many advan- 
tages such a building would afford 
Hartnell studénts and faculty alike 
(and besides —™M.P.C, has one). 


Misconceptions 

Alpha Gamma Sigma has taken 
the lead in the student union cam- 
paign. The proceeds of ‘the carni- 
val this year will again go into 
the union “fund,” which now holds 
approximately $1,000. 

Many people seem to have. the 
wrong idea about that $1,000. “Why 
don’t we forget it,” we've heard 
several people remark. “We'll never 
raise enough money for a union.” 

We don’t have to. It’s up to the 
board to appropriate the funds for 
the building. The $1,000’ would 
probably go towards furnishings. 

Last semester, there were. still 
a few students who didn’t know 
what a union was. If there are any 
who still don’t know, we suggest 
they make it a point to find out. 

The student union committee, 
headed by Mary Ann_ Sillinian, 
would appreciate ANY suggestions 
that would hasten the day when 
Hartnell, too, will have a student 
union.

Air Force officers, will be at Miss 
June Handley’s office on March 
13 and 14 to interview prospective 
officer candidates. They will ex- 
plain career opportunities, assist in 
filling out application forms, and 
give qualifying examinations for 
aviation pilot or navigator train- 
ing. 

Men are eligible for training as 
pilots, navigators, or nonflying du- 
ties. The latter program, officer 
candidate school which prepares 
junior executive officers for non- 
flying duties in administrative and 
technical fields, is open also to 
qualified young women. 

General qualifications for the 
program, include: applicants must 
be citizens between the ages of 2014 
and. 26/4; either married or single; 
with two years of college; with high 
moral and personal qualifications; 
and must be in good physical con-
